He ‘took 
notice of the injuflice of appropriating the unclaimed 
dividends, the greateit part of which was undoubtedly 
the property of fome perfon or other, to public ule; 
without a previous invettigation. He alfo difapproved 
of the.manner in which it was propofed to pay the 
debrdue to the Bank, which in his opinion ought al- 

ways to be put in fuch a fituation as to be able to affift 

us in cafe of public exigency. The furplus depended 
on fo many contingencies, thatit was impofiible to fay

Sir Grey Cooper ftated feveral inaccuracies in the re- 
port of the Seleét Committee, in which he was fup- 
ported by Mr. Fox, Mr. Ewer, Mr. Hufley, and fome 
others.—Mr,.

ANECDOTES of the late Dr. S. JOHNSON, 
By Mrs. H. L. PIOZZI. 


AMUEL JOHNSON was the fon of Michael John- 
S fon, a book(eller at Litchfield, in Staffordthire ; a 
very pious and worthy man, but wrong-headed, po- 
fitive, and affli€ted with melancholy; ashis fon; from 
whom alone I had the information, once told me : his 
bufinefs, however, leading him to be much on horfe- 
back, contributed to the prefervation of his bodily 
health, and mental fanity; which, when he ftaid 
long at home, would fometimes be about to give way; 
and Mr. Johnfon faid, that when his work-fhop, a 
detached building, had fallen half down for want of 
money to repair it, his father was not lefs diligent to 
Jock the door every night, though he faw that any 
body might walk in at the back party and knew that 
there was no fecurity obtained by barring the front 
door. ‘ This (fays his fon) was madnefs, you may 
fee, and would have been difcoverable in other in- 
ftances of the prevalence of imagination, but that po- 
verty prevented it from playing fuch tricks as riches 
and leafure encourage.” Michael was a man of itil 
larger fize and greater ftrength than his fon, who 
was reckoned very like him, but did not delight in 
talking much of his family‘ one has (fays he) fo 
little pleafure in reciting the anecdotes of beggary.” 
One day, however, hearing me praife a favourite 
friend with partial tendernefs as well as true efteem ; 


Becaufe, replied I, he is open and confiding, and tells 
me ftories of his uncles and coufins}.I love the light 
parts of a folid charaéter. ‘‘ Nay,-if you are for fa- 
mily hiftory, fays Mr. Johnfon’ good humouredly, I 
can fit you: J had an uncle, Cornelius Ford, who, 
upon a journey, {topped and read an infcription 
written on a ftone he {aw ftanding by the way-fide, fet 
up, as it proved, in honour, of a man who had leaped a 
certain leap thereabouts, the extent of which was {pe- 
cified upon the ftone: Why now, fays my uncle, I 
could Jeap it in my boots. and he did leap it in his 
boots. I had likewife another uncle, Andrew, con- 
tinued he, my father’s brother, who kept the ring in 
Smithfield (where they wreftled and boxed) for a whole 
year, and never was thrown or conquered. Here 
now are uncles for you, Miftrels, if that’s the way to 
your heart.” Mr, Johnfon.was very converfant in the 
art of attack and defence by: boxing, which {cienee he 
had learned from his uncle Andrew, I believe ; and I 
haye heard him defcant upon the age when people 
were received, and when rejected, in the fchools once 
held for that brutal amufement, much to the admira- 
tion of thofe who had no expeétation of his. fkill in 
fuch matters, from the fight of a figure which pre- 
cluded all poffibility of perfonal prowefs; though 
becaufe he faw Mr. Thrale one day leap over a ca- 
briolet fool, to flew. that he was not tired after a 
chace of fifty miles or more, he fuddenly jumped over 
if too; but in a way fo ftrange and fo unwieldy, that 
our terror leit he fhould break his bones, took from 
us even the power of laughing. 

At the age of two years Mr. agnite was brought 
up to London by his mother to be touched by Queen 
Anne for the ferophulous evil, which terribly afflicted 
his childhood, and left fuch marks as greatly disfigu- 
red a countenance naturally harfh and rugged, befide 
doing irreparable damage to the auricular organs, 
which never could perform their funétions fince I 
knew him; and it was owing to that horrible diforder, 
too, that one eye was perfectly ufelefs to him ; that 
defe&t, however, was not obfervable, the eyes looked 
both alike; As Mr. Johnfon had an aftonifhing me- 
mory, I afked him, if he could remember Queen 
Anne at all? “ He had, he faid, a confufed, but 
fomehow a fort of folemn recollection of a lady in 
diamonds, and a long black hood.” : 

Dr. Johnfon firft learned to read of his mother and 
her old maid Catharine, in whofe lap he well remem- 
bered fitting while fhe explained to him the dtory of 
&t. George and the Dragon. I know not whether this 
is the proper place to add, that fuch was his tender- 
nefs, and fuch his gratitude, that he took a journey 
to Litchfield fifty-feven: years afterwards to fupport 
and comfort her in her laft illnefs ; he had enquired 
for his nurfe, and fhe was dead. 


Mr. Johnfon was of opinion, that young people | 


fhould have pofitive, not genera rules given for their 
dire&tion. ‘* My mother (faid he) was always telling 


me that J did not dehave myfelf properly ; that I. 


fhould endeavour to learn dehaviour, and {uch cant: 
but when I replied, that fhe ought to tell me what, to 
do, and what to avoid, her admonitions were com- 
monly, for that time at leaft, at'anend.” 

Sir William Browne the Phyfician, who lived toa 
very extraordinary age, and was in other refpects an 
odd mortal, with more genius than underftanding, 
and more felf-{ufficiency than wit, was the only per- 
fon who ventured to oppofe Mr, Johnfon, when he 
had a mind to fhine by exalting his favourite univer- 
fity, and to exprefs his contempt of the Whiggifh no- 
tions which prevail at Cambridge. He did it once, 
however, with furprifing felicity : his antagonift hav- 
ing repeated with an air of triumph the famous epi- 
gram written by Dr. Trapp, i; 


Our royal matter faw, with heedful eyes, 

'The wants of his two univerfities : 

"Troops he to Oxford fent, as knowing why 

That learned body wanted loyalty : 

But books to Cambridge gave, as, well difcerning, 
"That that right loyal body wanted learning. 


Which, fays Sir William, might well be anfwered 
thus: 


The King to Oxford fent his troop of horfe, 
For Tories own no argument-but force ; 
With equal care to Cambridge books he fent, 
For Whigs allow no force but argument. 


Mr. Jobnfon had never, by his own account, been 
a clofe ttudent, and ufed to advife young people never 
to be without a book in their pocket, to be read at 
bye-times when they had nothing elfe to do. ‘It 
has been by that means ({aid he to a boy at our-houfe 
one day) that'all my knowledge has been gained, ex- 
cept what I have picked up by running about the 
world with my wits ready to obferve, and my tongue 
ready to talk. 

I afked him once concerning the converfation pow- 
ers of a gentleman with whom I was myfelf acquainted 
— He talked to me at club one day (replies our Doc- 
tor) concerning Catiline’s confpiracy—fo I withdrew 
my attention, and thought about Tom Thumb.” 

Some one mentioned a gentleman of that party for 
having behaved oddly on an occafion where faction 
was not concerned :—* Is he not a citizen of London, 
a native of North America, anda Whig? (fays John- 
fon)—-Let him be abfurd, I beg of you: when a 
monkey is too like a man, it fhocks one.” 

He delighted no more in mufic than painting ; he 
was almolt as deaf as he was blind: travelling with 


Dr. Johnfon was for thefe reafons tirefome enough. 
Mr. Thrale loved profpeéts, and was mortified that his 
friend could not enjoy the fight of thofe different dif- 
pofitions of wood. and water, hill and valley, that 


I 


travelling through England and France affords aman. 
But when he wifhed to point them out to his. compa- 
nion: ** Never heed fuch nonfenfe,” would be the 
reply: ‘* a blade of grafs is always a blade of grafs, 
whether in one country or another: let us, if we do 
talk, talk about fomething ; men and women are my 
fubje&is of enquiry; let-us fee how thefe differ from 
thofe we have left behind.” 

In his young days, when fome ftrolling players 
came to Litchfield, our friend had fixed his place upon 
the flage, and got himfelf a chair accordingly ; which 
leaving for a few minutes, he found a man in it at his 
return, who refufed to give it back at the firft intreaty: 
Mr. Johnfon however, who did not think it worth 
his while to make a fecond, took chair and man ‘and 
all together, and threw them all at once into the pit. 

Mr. Beauclere too related one day, how on fome 
occafion he ordered two large maitiffs into his parlour, 
to fhew a friend who was converiant in canine beauty 
and excellence, how the dogs quarrelled, and faiten- 
ing on each other, alarmed all the company except 
Johnfon, who feizing one in one hand by the cuff of 
the neck, the other in the other hand, faid gravely, 
“Come, gentlemen! where’s your difficulty? put 
one dog out at the door, and I will thew this fierce 
gentleman the way out of the window :” which, lift- 
ing up the maftiff and the fafh, he contrived to do 
very expeditioufly, and much to the fatisfaction of the 
affrighted company. 

I have forgotten the year, but it could fcarcely I 
think be later than 1765 or 1766, that he was called 
abruptly from our houfe after dinner, and returning 
in’ about three hours, faid, he had been with 
an enraged author, whofe landlady preffed him for 
payment within doors, while the bailiffs befec him 
without; that he was drinking himfelf drunk with 
Madeira to drown care, and fretting over a novel 
which when finifhed was to be his whole fortune ; but 
he could not get it done for diftraction, nor could he 
ftep out of doors to offer it to fale. Mr. Johnfon there- 
fore fet away the bottle, and went to the book(eller, 
recommending the performance, and defiring fome 
immediate relief; which when he brought -back to 
the writer, he called the woman of the houfe direétly 
to partake of punch, and pafs their time in merri- 
ment. 

Ip was notitill ten years after, I dare fay, that fome- 
thing in Dr. Gold{mith’s behaviour ftruck me with an 


| idea that he was the very man, and then’ Johnfon |. 


confeffed he was fo; the novel was the charming 
Vicar of Wakefield. 

Mr. Johnfon loved Jate hours extremely, or more 
properly hated early ones. Nothing was more. terri- 
tying to him than the idea of retiring to bed, which 
he never would.call going to reft, or fuifer another to 
eall fo. ‘* I lie down, ({aid he) that my acquaintance 
may fleep; but I lie down to endure oppreflive mifery, 
and foon rife again to pafs the night in anxiety and 
pain.” By this pathetic manner, which no one ever 
pofiefled in fo eminent-a- degree, he ufed to fhock me 
trom quitting his company, till I hurt my own health 
hotea little by fitting up with him when I was myfelf 
far'from well: nor was it an eafy matter to oblige him 
éven by compliance, for he always maintained that no 
one forbore theif own gratifications for the fake of 
pleafing another, and if one did fit up it was probably 
to amule one’s felf. : “ 

Inever recolle& to have heard that Dr. Johnfon 
wrote infcriptions for any’ fepulchral ftones, excépt 
Dr? Goldfmith’s ‘in Weftminfter-Abbey, and two in 
Streatham church, He made four lines once on thé 
death of poor Hogarth, which were equally true and 
pleating.* I know. not why Garrick’s were preferred 
to them. : 


‘The hand of him here torpid lies, 

That drew th’ effential form of grace; 
Here clos’d in death th’ attentive eyes, - 
That faw the manners‘in the face. 


Tafked him once if he ever difputed with his wife? 
(I had_ heard that he loved her paiiionately:) | ** Per- 
petually, (faid he): my wife had a particular reve- 


nefs in her drefs and furniture, as many ladies do, 
till they become troublefome to their beft.triends, 


of {weeping their hufbands out of the houfe as dirt 


fhe would fay fometimes, by way of twitting; till at 
laft I told her, that I thought we had had talk enough 
about the floor, we would now have a touch at the 
cieling.” ‘ ; 

Johnfon loved-his dinner exceedingly, and has often 
faid in my hearing, perhaps for my edification, ‘¢ that 
wherever the dinner is ill got there is poverty, or) 
there is avarice, or there is ftupidity ; in fhort, the 
family is fomehow grofsly wrong: for (continued he) . 
a man feldom thinks with more earneftnefs of 
any thing than he does of his dinner; and.if he cannot 
get that well dreffed, he fhould be fufpected. of inac-., 
curacy in other things.”.’ One day when he was 
{peaking upon the fubjeét, I afked him, if he ever 
huffed his wife about hisdinner? ‘So often (replied 
he), that at lait fhe called to me, and faid, Nay, hold, 
Mr. Johnfon, and do. not make a farce of thanking 
God for a dinner which in a few minutes you will 
proteft not eatable.” 

A lady he thought well of, was difordered in her 


-health—* What help has fhe called in (enquired John- 


fon)?” Dr. James, Sir; was the reply.. ‘* What is 
her difeafe?” Oh, nothing pofitive, rather a gradual 
and gentle decline. ‘ She will die then pretty dear 
(an{wered he)! When Death’s pale horfe runs away 
with a perfon on full fpeéd, an active phyfician may 
poflibly give them’a turn; but if he carries them on 
an even flow paces down hil] too! no care nor kkill 
can fave them !”
